RESOLUTION 

No, E.C, I5(3)/71. — In this Ministry’s Resolution No. 
DW.V.515(7)/63, dated the 2nd February, 1 966. a Beach 
Erosion Board was constituted by the Government of India to 
initiate, guide and implement the programme of anti-sea ero- 
sion measures in the State of Kerala, where the problem of 
sea-erosion is acute. As the problem also exists in varying 
intensities in the other Coastal States of India, it has now 
been felt necessary to make a comprehensive study of the 
coastal erosion processes in the entire country and the 
measures required lo tackle the problem on a scientific and 
coordinated manner. With this objective, the Government of 
India, in consultation with the Governments of the Coastal 
States, have decided to reconstitute the Beach Erosion Board. 

2. The composition of the reconstituted Beach Erosion 
Board shall be as follows :

3. The Board will hold its meeting at such places as may 
be determined by the Chairman and may invite to its meeting 
such other person or persons as it may consider necessary, 
The meetings of the Board will be convened as often as neces- 
sary, but at least twice a year. 

4. The Board may appoint such Committees or sub- 
committees as it may consider necessary for any specific 
purpose. 

5. The functions of the Board will be — 

(i) To organise a coordinated programme of collection, 
compilation, evaluation and publication of data 
relating to various natural phenomena and coastal 
processes which affect the coast line, through the 
Coastal Engineering Research Centre and other State 
organisations. 

(ii) To arrange general investigations, studies and 
research in the Coastal Engineering Research Cen- 
tre and Slate Research Stations, 

(iii) To lay down general design principles and construc- 
tion lechniques for anti-sea erosion measures tor the 
guidance of the State authorities, 

(iv) To review front time to time the performance of 
works carried out by the States and evolve improved 
design and techniques based on such cxperience. 

(v) To render technical advise on specific problems at the 
request of States, 

(vi) To draw up a programme of training for personnel 
engaged in coastal engineering. 

(vii) To suggest other steps necessary for tackling the 
problem of coastal erosion in an economic and co- 
ordinated manner. 

ORDER 

Ordered that this Resolution be communicated to the con- 
cerned State Governments and Union Territories, the Private 
and Military Secretaries lo the President, Prime Minister’s 
Secretariat, the Comptroller and Auditor General of India, the 
Planning Commission and the Ministries of Shipping and 
Transport, Defence, F.ducalion, Finance (Deptt. of Expendi- 
ture), Home Affairs, Railways, Works, Housing & Urban 
Development for information, 

Ordered that the Resolution be published in the Gazette 
of India and that the State Governments be requested to pub- 
lish it in the State Gazettes for general information.
